Con Con 
on Ballot 


The Constitutional Convention 
question will definitely appear on the 
ballot November 5th, thanks to a 
favorable ruling of the Mass. Ballot 
Law Commission. The Commission’s 
decision rebuffed an attempt by 
Attorney Charles H. McGlue of 
Boston to keep off the ballot the 
question of calling a_ limited 
Constitutional Convention aimed at 
reforming and modernizing the 
structure of Mass, government. 

Circulated last fall by the non- 
partisan Committee for a Constitu- 
tional Convention, the initiative 
petition to place the question on the 
ballot was signed by approximately 
100,000 registered voters. Many 
more than, the required 61,235 sig- 
natures were certified as being techni- 
cally in perfect order. McGlue’s 
attacks upon the validity of these 
signatures were found by the Com- 
mission to be without foundation, 

Senator John M. Quinlan 
(R-Dover), Chairman of the Commit- 
tee for a Constitutional Convention, 
said following the ammouncement of 
the ruling, “This is a victory for the 
people of Mass. They will now have 
the opportunity of deciding whether, 
fifty years after our last convention, 
it is time to take another long, hard, 
comprehensive, and informed look at 
our framework of state government 
and recommend changes where they 
find that the times have outrun the 
institutions,”

Just as a band-aid helps to 
prevent infection by keeping a 
skin cut or scrape free from 
germs, the “Life Island” iso- 
lator helps to keep a patient's 
whole body protected from in- 
fection in a sterile or germ-free 
environment, 

“Life Island” is the trade 
name of a hospital bed which 
is completely enclosed in a soft, 
clear plastic canopy similar to 
a large balloon. It is being used 
in the care of adult leukemia 
and tumor patients who are 
being treated with drug therapy 
at the Clinical Center, the re- 
search hospital of the National 
Institutes of Health. 

By the very nature of their 
illness, people with leukemia 
are most susceptible to infec- 
tion. When a leukemia patient 
is given intensive drug therapy, 
his resistance to infection is 
lowered even more. It is vital, 
therefore, that a patient, while 
receiving this therapy, be iso- 
lated from all sources of infec- 
tion in a completely sterile area 
for a prescribed’ time. 

To ready both the patient 
and the isolator takes approxi- 
mately five workdays and re- 
quires the participation of a 
great many people. 

Because a stay in the “Life 
Island” includes some new and 
unfamiliar experiences, the pa- 
tient and his family are given 
a pre-entry orientation. 

All members of the “Life 
Island” team immediately re- 
sponsible for the patient’s com- 
fort and well-being visit him 
before he is to enter the iso- 


lator. They explain how their 
duties will relate to his care. 

Included are the physician, 
nurse, dietitian, social worker, 
laboratory technician, occupa- 
tional therapist, chaplain, and 
others. They invite mention of 
items the patient would like to 
keep with him in the isolator 
such as books, writing material, 
grooming needs, etc., while 
demonstrating the “Life Island.” 

The dietitian asks the patient 
about his food preferences, 
while the occupational therapist 
offers an assortment of projects, 
ranging from pencil sketching 
to weaving and leatherwork, to 
keep him busy. Selected items 
are then sterilized before use. 

The isolator itself must be 
thoroughly cleaned and steril- 
ized before use, and the patient, 
too, must be made as germ-free 
as possible. Starting two or 
three days before entry, he is 
given numerous baths and 
showers. After each bathing, a 
complete change of bed clothes 
and linen is made. Even the 
patient's internal system is 
specially prepared for germ-free 
living. 

All items, except oral medi- 
cations, must be sterilized be- 
fore being placed in the iso- 
lator. Sterile emergency equip- 
ment must be on hand in the 
“Life Island” room, and all the 
patient's food and beverages 
are sterilized before they are 
served, 

Without the “Life Tsland” 
and the skillful cooperation of 
members of the attending team, 
the leukemia patient would not 
be able to benefit from inten- 
sive drug therapy.
